HARDWARE REVIEW 


WINK BORRD II 
by DICK WAGHER 


Probably most members have read 
of or are auare of a Passive 
filter device called WINKY II, 
It fits between the recorder 
and the ZX“TS AMD IS SUPPOSED 
yo clean uP the recorder cut- 
Put for better LOADIing. It does 
this but it also reduces the 
recorder autPut volume slightly 
20 that marginal volume tapes 
may not LOAD with this device. 


This is a neat attachment to 
allow the use of a second re- 
corder to coPy a Program that 
is beings LOADed, to directly 
coPy from one recorder to anm~ 
other recorder, and to SAVE on 
two recorders at the same time, 
All of this is made Possible 
by an imPedance matching 
circuit for the MIC inPut to 
the second recorder.
